Alight- 
ing from a Sania Fe freight train yes- 
terday afternoon, at Robinson, he 
crossed the river and secured a meal 
from a farmer named ‘Purvis. When 
Leberg finished eating he demanded 
lodging, but was refused because of his 
abusive language. Leberg left the Pur- 
vis farm and after preparing a camp on 
the river bank, started back toward 
the Purvis place, evidently bent on re- 
venge. He set fire to a hay stack be-! 
longing to Henry Lavenmeyer, thinking 
it was the property of Purvis. 

Drank Bicod of Victim. 

The fire attracted Lavenmeyer, who 
took Leberg into custody, allowing him 
to ride behind him on his horse. When 
Lavenmeyer dismounted to open the 
Sate at the road entering his ranch, Le- 
berg struck him on the head with a 
hammer, which he found tied to Laven- 
meyers saddle. The latter fell stunned 
and Leberg beat him over the head until 
he becamic tired. Lebérg left his vistim 
fiving in the road and went. back to his 
camp. He returned - soon after and 
with a pocket knife cut Savenmeyer’s 
throat and attempted to scalp him. The 
burning haystack attracted tthe neigh- 
bors to the scene, who found the muti- 
lated body. A posse was formed and 
Leberg was caught a mile or two away, 
rtding ‘Lavenmeyer’s horse. He _ sub- 
mitted to arrest quietly and even boast- 
his crime, saying that 
the blood of his victim, Leberg 
was brought;here and lodged in jai]. At 
noon today Sheriff Brown started for 
Pueblo with his prisoner for better pro- 
tection, but was met by a crowd of 300

The Bill of Complaint. 

The attorney general in his bill of com- 
plaint, after reciting the fact that the 
Great Northern is a corporation of the 
State of Minnesoth and that its original 
authorized capital was $30,000,000, that 
being the limit fixed by its charter, says: 

“Between February |, 1890, and March 
|, 1896, the defendant made several large 
increases of its capital stock until, on 
March |, 1906, its capital stock agegre- 
gated substantially $150,000,000. 

“All of these increases were first made 
without application to and obtaining the 
consent of the railroad and warehouse 
commission of the state of Minnesota, 
as required by the state law. ‘That, prior 
to December !!, 1906, the defendant de- 
termined to increase its capital stock to 
$210,000,000 by an additional issue or 
$60,000,000, notice of which was servea 
on its stockholders by its president, James

This year the Superintendents 
meet in convention the middle of December, and obviously the record 
of the year is not made uv, and it would be premature to set forth 
the progress of the Company in its busi®@ess and finances. We shall 
have somtthing very pleasaznt-to say to you before we close about 
what you have accomplished: but our immediate object is to tell you 
about our plans for next year. 

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT 

You have known from nu-nerous addresses, both oral and written, 
what our ambition has been for years in the Industrial part of our 
business. You wiil- bear us witness that our treatment of tne 
policy-holders has been one of progressive liberally ever since the 
present administration of the Company began. The very first year of 
its intumbency Paid-up policies—theretofore unknown to Industrial 
insurance in this country— were annouficed; and every year since 
then something has been done for Industrial policy-holders beyond 
any promise made in the poiicies. Bulletin No..195 set forth these 
concessions and bounties up to its date ang sinee then the successive 
years have been marked ‘y progressive gifts and wvenefits offered 
policy-holders, and this yeir the ,Company has been disbursing the 
enormous sum of about two :nillions of dollars in voluntary dividends 
upon non-participating Indurtrial policies; bringing the total amount 
of unpromiseg dividends in twelve years to about ten millions of dol- 
lars to Industrial policy-holders in the form of dividends on premi- 
ums, dividends on death claims and increase of benefits upon exis<- 
ing policies. 

We have been enabled to accomplish this work all these years 
by steady improvements in business methods, by steady extensions 
of business territory, by steady additions to insurance in force, by 
watchfulness in writing and ‘aking care of business, resulting In a 
decreasing death rate, decre?sing lapse rate and decreasing expense 
rate. These improvements we have announced to you from year tu 
year, but perhaps from thiz very fact—their gradual, steady progres- 
siveness—you have failed to grasp their full significance. Yet year 
by year we have told you our aim—to reduce expenses, to improve 
the death rate, to better the policies, to distribure the surplus, so 
that each year a larger pio portionate amount could be returned to 
policy-holders and a smalicr proportionate amount used in. expenses. 

Within the last few yeas our disbursements for death claims have 
been so continuously and markedly less in proportion to income an‘ 
our improvements in ratio of expenses shown so steady an improve- 
ment, that we thought the t'me had come to make a scientific resur- 
vey, so to speak, of the tecnnical: features of the business. We have 
made investigations into our mortality. and drawn. off into. various 
periods our experience of mortality. The mertality tables upon 
present tables are founded were taken from ‘the experience 
A comparison of this with tables taken from the expc- 
steady improvement in Xor- 
tality. <In the ease of children the result is reailly startling. Take, 
for instance, age two next birthday. Our present table shows 49.3 
deaths per thousand; a table 1896-1905 shows but 36.9; three 
the figures are respectively 32 and 24.3; age five i6 and 9.8; age tcn 
5.5 ang 3.8, and this improve ment runs through the Infantile tabls. 
As to adults there is also a marked improvement. 

These facts convince us that the time has come to construct hew 
tables of benefits founded upon our experience of 1896-1905; ald we 
are confirmed in our conviction by the fact that a table drawn from 
the years 1901-1905 shows 2 better experience than that of the full 
decade. And !{t seems to us just to base these tables upon the expe- 
rience of benefits based upon the improve 
ment which we feel certain is permanent, Tlow great this improve- 
ment is we illustrate by a “ew figures comparing the table upon 
which our present benefits 1:.e¢ based with a table of white lives for 
the last ten years. Deaths per thousand: Age two next birthday 
49.3 reduced to 34.7; age three 32 to 22.5; age four 21.5 to 13.2: age 
five 16 to 9.5; age ten 5.5 to 3.4; age twenty 10.5 to 7.1; age thirty 
15.7 to 11.1; age forty 19.3 to 14.3. The other element besides mor- 
tality involved in a table of benefits is of course the expense. Ag 
vou know. our ratio of expznse to premium income has been falling 
for some vears: this year the reduction has been phenomenal, and 
will reach, we think, by the end of the year, three per cent! This 
alone means a saving of nearis one and a haif millions of dollars; 
We shall show a lower ratio of expense for 1906 than has beea 
experienced by any Industria. company in the world. 

One other element goes into the construction of 
fiis: and that is the maturity of the policies. When we 
our present table we were convinced that the public was enamoured 
of endowments.

Our children’s Increasing Life and Endow- 
ment policies have been endowments payable after periods of 47 
years and upwards according to age at issue. COmpared with the 
Whole Life tables issued by other companies these have made neces- 
sary the accumulation of an increase of many millions of dollars 
in reserve. Unthinking persons come to the conclusion that this 
piles up the wealth of the Company, forgetting that along with the 
increase Of assets runs the increase of liabilities, and that the 
wealth of a company consists in its surplus; and completely over- 
looking the remarkable fact that we have deliberately kept down our 
surplus to above ten per cent of our assets by annual distributions 
of the excess of surplus earned to the policy-holders who contrib- 
uted to it. Public opinion has changed and now cares more for 
death benefits than endowments. We are in business to please the 
public. We Have a good deal of evidence that Ordinary Life and 
Limited Payment Life contract# are thought preferable to Endow- 
ments. We have resolved therefore to discontinue our Increasing 
Life and Endowment policies, Which were designed to meet the 
public demand formerly existing, and which were, we ‘believe, the 
first tables ever really scientifically constructed for Industrial pol- 
icies. Our new Industrial policies will therefore be Whole Life con- 
tracts. Sut we think that as to these there are signs of a belief 
on the part of the public that payment of premiums ought to cease 
with old age. It is hard for people to see what to any mathematician 
is self-evident, that in life insurance the companies are enabled to 
pay the policies in full on: lives of those «who die soon after insur- 
ance only. by the receipt of premiums from those who live out and 
beyond their expectations; and that the apparent hardship vupon 
who live long is only tly contriltution to the urtsfortunate, 
is the essential basis of life insurance. However, it is possi- 
ble of course to make tables for limited payments, and the prob- 
lem is therefore to fix anage that shaii not be so young as to 
the premiums Or (what is the same in Industrial iusurance 
unit is the premium and not tl:2 amount of insurance) to 
reduce the benefits unduly; and on the other hand to fix the age not 
so old that benefits of the limits of payment of premium shal] be 
have fixed age 75 as the limit cf payment of premiums 
because at that age we are enabled to only slightly reduce the 
benefits during life, and because we have not received many cOm- 
plaints of the necessity of paying premiums up to that age. And to

We have increased the immediate benefits under all of these 
policies in accordance with the rule we made retroactive this year, 
to half-benefits be ania the first six months and full benefits there- 
after.

The policies will be in new and attractive forms, 
three pages instead of two, in order to set forth all of the concessions, 
making the rights of the oolicy-holdérs so plain that any one will be 
able to tell what he is entitled to. And the whole contract will be 
expressed in the policy, doing away entirely with the necessity of a 
copy of the application, using the form in this respect for all policies 
which we adopted many years ago for policies under $300. 

ORDINARY DEPARTMENT. 

One of the most striking results of the Armstrong Investigatio: 
was the adoption of a provision restricting expenses for the pb 
year of the life of the policy. And what is most interesting as well as 
complimentary to the METROPOLITAN is‘the fact, which appeared 
in the newspaper discussion at the time of the adoption of the report 
and bills, that this restriction by law was justified by the experience 
of this Company in the matter of expense as shown by an analysis 
of its annual reports. It ts true that this Company kept its expenses 
almost within the limit prescribed by the new statute.
